How Defects Thai Might Cause Trouble 


Are Detected, 


Skill Acquired By Wrecking Crews 


IB Remarkable. 


Few people who travel or who daily 


depend upon the railroads of the coun- 
try for the hauling of freight have any 
idea of the part which the army of men 
who work or repair only, play in tho 
world of transportation nor of how many 
thousands of human lives are annually 
saved by the strict 
attention of the.su 


men to their work 
In the inspecting 


and repairing departm< nts of the Ameri- 
can railroad's arc employed not less than 
100,000 men, to whose bkill and quick 
perception the public owes a debt of 
gratitude. 


The average passenger train Is thor- 


oughly inspected at all large cities, 100 
to 100 miles apart, and is hastily looked 
over at many other stops besides. 
Six 


minutes' time is allowed for a 
"thor- 


ough" inspection. 
Four men, two 
at 


each end, do the work of looking over 
the wheels, the trucks, the couplings and 
all parts of the ear which are liable to 
net out of order. 
These men. working 


from both ends, meet al the middle of 
the train when the inspection is com- 
pleted. 
While they are doing this worlc 


the oiler looks out for the hot hoves and 
properly lubricates all the heated parts.

ai"l shipbuilding interests are com- 
bined to defeat tho bill, while on it.; 
side organized labor is straining cwry 
nerve to bring about the passage of tho 
measure. 


A glance backward over tho last for- 


ty years of congress will show, how- 
ever, that the now bill winch < rui'iiizod 
labor is so anxious to soe passed is but 
one of a series of similar bills \\lnch 
have already become laws. So far back 
as ISO'S a bill was passed hunting a 
day's work for all laborers, workmen 
and mechanics employed by or on be- 
half of tho government to eight hours. 
The year 1S!)I saw another bill parsed 
covering precisely tho same ground, 
making two bills that congress haa 
passed since the civil war for the pur- 
pose of restricting to eight hours th'.' 
working day of mechanics and others 
employed by or for the government. 


The hope for organized labor clearly 


lies not in getting new laws passed, 
but in enforcing those already passed. 
Congress has already defined and lim- 
ited the working day of the mechanics 
and laborers in the employ, directly or 
indirectly, of the government, and it 
is idle to insist on a repetition of a rep- 
etition, which is all the proposed bill 
would be should it become inw. 


K tho net of 1302 is bad, repeal it 


nnd put a better one in its place. If It 
is good, enforce it.

"The featbera aren't alive, bat the 


geese they.were plucked from were," 
said a dealer iu live geese feathers. 
"And the geese they were plucked from 
never once squawked nor squeaked dur- 
ing the operation. No* because it didn't 
hurt the geese, though', ft hurts a goose 
like the mischief to pull its feathers 
out, but the reason a goose doesn't hol- 
ler and make a fuss over it is that it 
doesn't seem to know enough. A goose 
will squawk and clatter and crackle as 
if it were suffering more agony than a 
horae with the colic just at the sight of 
a person, but if you cover it up aud 
pelt it with stones it seems .to forget 
that it has a voice aud will tako all the 
punishment you give it without utter- 
ing a bit of protest. 


"Never saw a goose plucking, eh? 


Well, it isn't a sight that would give 
you much pleasura On the uuy set for 
stripping geese of their feathers they 
are enticed into some airtight Nuthouse. 
The pickers, who are ajways women or 
girls, go among the geese with their 
heads and faces entirely'covered with 
hoods fastened round the ueok with » 
shirr string. There are holes for the 
eyes, and also little holes at the nose 
'or fresh air. 


"From the ttieck down the picker is 


covered with a glazed muslin garment, 
;o which no feathers or down will ad- 
lere. The pickers sit on' low fetoola 
around a large and perfectly dry tub. 
There is generally a man or boy in tii« 
neighborhood who is an expert at get 
;ing the geese ready for picking. Every- 
)ody can't do that. The wings of the 
goose have to be locked together1 by a 
peculiar arrangement of them near the 
shoulders, and while the wings are not 
;ied or fastened in any other way the 
.ock is such that no goose can open it. 
The fowl's feet are tied together with 
aroad bands of soft muslin or flannel. 
When a goose is thos made helpless, it 
is taken upon the picker's lap, and sho 
plucks the feathers out rapidly, but 
with such skill that she seldom breaks 
the t-kin or causes blood to flow. Feath- 
ers fill the air during the process of 
plucking, but all settle gradually down 
into the tub at last. 


"Before beginning on a goose tho 


picker brushes the feathers the wrong 
way, exposing tho skin. An expert can 
tell at a glanco by tho color of the skin 
whether sho must exorcise more than 
ordinary care in plucking it, or whether 
it is not better to let the goose go with- 
out plucking at that time. In every case 
tho picker must bo careful and not 
pluck tho feathers too close under the 
wings. If a gooso has been improperly 
picked in that respect, the wings will 
droop and drag on tho ground. All 
through this process of yanking tho 
feathers out of a gooso's body not n 
sound of complaint or cry of pain is 
heard from the gooso. It submits to the 
torture with a silent solemnity that 
would be laughable if it wore not for 
the evident fortitude of the fowl that 
goea with it. 


"It is necessary that the feathers 


should bo taken from live geese—that 
is, if the comfort and pleasure of people 
who must have feather beds and pil- 
lows are to bo studied. Dead feathers 
are no better than busks and are un- 
wholesome. But there isn't a pound of 
feathers used today where 50 pounds 
were some years ago. Asthma and hay 
fevor havo done a great deal to lessen 
tho demand for feather beds and pil- 
lows, for it was discoverea a few years 
ago that feather beds aud asthma loved 
to consort, and that nothing woukl 
start an asthmatic to wheezing so quick- 
ly and 'positively as a conch of geese 
feathers would. The discovery spread, 
and the patient and uncomplaining goo&o 
owes a great deal of its latter day com- 
fort to the asthma."—New York Sun.

A STORY ABOUT LINCOLN. 


Sawdust Explosions In Water. 


Who ever heard of sawdust explo- 


sions? They are common enough in 
Canada. Navigation on the Ottawa riv- 
er has been seriously impeded at times 
by explosions of sawdust. One would 
hardly suppose that sawdust dumped 
into tbe river would in course ol time 
reform itself into a gas generator which 
would keep the surface of the stream in 
a constant state of upheaval. But it is 
true to such an extent that small boats 
have been capsized and large vessels 
injured by tho submarine convulsions. 


The bottom of the Ottawa river is 


covered with a deep layer of sawdust 
dumped there by the lumbermen who 
havo carried on their log cutting indus- 
try on its banks and tributaries for 
years. The dust, becoming water soaked, 
sinks to the bottom and in the course of 
time rots and generates a highly ex- 
plosive gas. The latter rises to the 
surface, each bubble being joined or ro- 
enforced by other bubbles on the way 
up. Contact with air seema to be as de- 
structive as touch fire to this gas, and 
tho moment the surface is reached 
ifc 


explodes with a loud report. Legislation 
may in time do away with the annoy- 
ance, but even if no more sawdust is 
thrown into tho stream henceforth the 
millions of tons already there will tako 
a long time to work off thRr gas gener- 
ating qualities.—Denver Republican.

There had been a 
meeting of prominent northern men, in 
eluding governors of northern states 
They passed resolutions that tho cam' 
paign should be moro aggressive :in<'. 
commissioned Mr. Dixon to call on Mr 
Lincoln, tell him of the meeting auJ 
read to him a record of its conclusions. 
Mr. Dixon said that he undertook Ui'o 
task with a good deal of satisfaction 
and felt like a very large sized man 
when ho went up to the Whito House 
one evening to deliver himself of bis 
mission. 


Mr. Lincoln listened without inter 


ruptiou to what Mr. Dixon had to pay 
a silence which added not a little to tbo 
iinpressiveness of the latter's eloquence. 
When Mr. Dixon was through, Mr. Liu 
coin said to him: "Dixon, you aro a 
good fellow, and I havo always had a 
high opinion of you. It is needless fcrt 
mo to add that what comes from, those 
who sent you here is authoritative. The 
governors of tho northern states are tho 
north. What they decide must be car- 
ried oat. Still, iu justice to myself, you 
must remember that Abraham Lincoln 
is the president of the United States. 
Anything that the president of tho 
United States does, right or wrong, 
will bo tho act of Abraham Liueolu, aud 
Abraham Lincoln will by the people bo 
held responsible for the president's 
tioii. But I havo a proposition to make 
to you: Go homo aud think tho mutter 
over. Coino to me tomorrow morning 
at 9 o'clock, and I will promise to do 
anything that you by then have deter- 
mined upon as tho right aud propei 
thing to do. Good night.'' 


Mr. Dixou loft the White Hou&o feel- 


ing even larger than when he eaten J 
it, asbored that the president put a, high- 
er value upon his abilities than ho him 
self supposed. Dismissing this pleasant 
thought, he consulted with himsi'lf at 
to what should bo douo when tho re- 
sponsibility fell on him to decide the

In 1757 George II 'sold the libra- 
ry of printed books which had been col- 
lected by tho kings of England, and f ur- 
ther^gavo tho institution tho important 
privilege of being supplied with a copy 
of every book published in Great Brit- 
ain. In 1846 ThomaH Grenvillo be- 
queathed to tho British museum his li- 
brary,, consisting of upward of 20,000 
Yolumos.

seum contains a vast store of priceless 
literary treasures. It possesses tho Co- 
dox Aloxandrinus, a MS. of the Bible, 
in four quarto volumes, well writ- 
ton on vellum in uncial Greek during 
tho fifth contrary, and a collection of 
Bibles, the largest and the most valua- 
ble ia the world.—Current Literature.

The design of a long .bridge rpan is 


one of the moi'j* £^]|onif ty ijiathemrft- 


problems that arise in eonslr.'ctlve 


The stresses produced by its 


own weight,,rby the weight of traffic, 
by locomotive drivers, by the hammer- 
Ing of flattened wheels, by tin? action 
cf brakes on an express train, by the 
1'igh speed on a curved trade, by the 
wind and by the expansion and con- 
traction of the steel in summer and 
winter are all accurately calculated. 
The deUectiou of the loaded and un- 
loaded bridge is determined, :n:d com- 
plete drawings are made of every mem- 
ber of It. Tho bars of steel are tested 
in machines which will pu'.l in two a 
horsehair or a steel bar strong enough 
to lift half a score of the heaviest lo- 
comotives at once, and 
•« hich will 


crush an eggshell or a steel column, 
and accurately measure the stress in 
each case. The different kinds of mem- 
bers are forged, riveted, bored, or 
planed in perhaps half a dozen remote ] 
shops, and, although usually not fitted 
together there, are examined and meas- 
ured by specialists to see that they arc 
correct, and are then shipped by scores 
of carloads to the site of the proposed 
structure, where steam derricks unload 
them and pile them many feet high in 
stacks covering acres of ground. 


The bridge piers may rise above the 


water hundreds of feet apart. 
It re- 


mains to place them on a thousand ton 
structure, high above a savage chasm, 
over an Impassable current or roaring 
tide, where the water is deep, the bot- 
tom of jagged rocks or treacherous 
quicksand, or where un old bridge must 
be removed and the new one built in 
its place without interrupting trailie 
on tlie bridge. To accomplish this the 
engineer has timber, bolts and ropes, 
hoisting engines, derricks and a band 
of Intrepid builders who have perhaps 
followed him for years through more 
hardship and danger than fall to the 
lot of almost any other calling. 


The complicated framework of a 


great span is a skeleton with many 
accurate Joints and thousands of stool 
sinews and bones, each of which must 
go In exactly tho right place In exact- 
ly the right order. The builder must 
weave into the trusses pieces larger, 
heavier and far more indexible than 
whole tree trunks, swiftly hoist and 
Bwing them to place hundreds of feet 
high, fit together the massive girders 
cud huge forged bars with watchmak- 
er's accuracy, support the ^unwieldy 
masses until they are keyed together 
and self sustaining, and under mil- 
lions of pounds of stress must adjust 
them at diz/.y heights to mathematical 
linen. Tills be mny need to do not de- 
liberately, lint in dangerous emergen- 
cies, at utmost speed, putting forth Ida 
whole strength on narrow, .springing 
planks In n furious tempest, In bitter 
cold or in blazing heat. 
Tie may be

gorge of the Andes, hundreds of miles 
from tools or supplies, where there Is 
absolutely no supplement to his own 
resources.
